above all things a senso o£ its beauty- 
Hill, oast le, roolr, blue stretch ot sen, Ihe 
picturesque ridge o£ tho old town, with. 
its castles looking down-upon the row- 
From a historical point of view, the old 
town is the most interesting part of Edin- 
bvrgh; and the ' great- street running 
from Holyn-ood paluoo to tbe castle, in 
various portions of its length called 
Lawn-market, the High sheet and Can- 
non cote, form tho most interesting port 
ot the Old Town. In that street tho 
houses preserve theirancient appearance, 
and old armoral bearings may yet be 
traced abovo ninny ot the doorways. 
Edinburgh Castle isone o£ tao chief ob- 
jects ot interest in the city, built ou a 
rook rising over 400 feet out of tbo plain, 
its position is both .commanding and 
beautiful, although'! the greater part ol 
tho present building 
IB oomparitivelj 


modern. Yet, as a fortress, it has been 
aasociated with many stirring events in 
Scottish history, From tha castlo'loek- 
ing towards the Few Town, tho eye is 
attracod by Princess street Gardens m 
valley below. 
Tho Scott monument in the distance, 


and the North bridgu oonnecting the old 
and new towns; the PrincaB* street gar- 
dens are a groat ornament to the city, ly- 
ing betneon the two towns, and forms a 
bountiful approach from the west by 
rail. Monuments to David .Livingston, 
Sir Jimes Simpson and other prominent 
men have been erected on the terrace 
walk with a fountain of graceful design, 
add to the attraction. 
Princess street is a fine thoroughfare, 


lined on ono side with hotels- and hand- 
somo stores, and on tho other skirted by 
tho la-wne ot ita ornamental gardens. It 
is ou this street we see Sir Walter Scott's 
monument, a very graceful structure 200 
feet high, comprising basement arohoe 
which sustain a Gothic spire enclosing a 
Bitting statuo of the great poet, with a 
figure ot his favorite dog at his feet; the 
interior of one of tho [columns leads to u 
series of galleries to which visitors are 
admitted, and where a fine view of tbe 
city can be obtained.

now stands is an impressive structure 
formerly the residence of Queen Mary 
and in which her apartments, a largo 
picture gallery and other rooms ot inter- 
eat, are thrown open to visitors..
